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DESCRIPTION OF KITCHEN APPARATUS No. 1. 


A—THE OxrorD RoasTINe RANGE, the first specimen of which, in London, was intro- 
duced by BENHAM AND Sons at the celebrated Kitchen of the Reform Club, and which, 
with the whole of the Cooking Apparatus, was fitted up by them under the superin- 
tendence of the late M. Soyer. 


It has an open fire, with vertical bars instead of the ordinary horizontal ones, but its 
peculiar excellence consists in the intense heat radiated from it, and its great economy of 
fuel—the space from the bars to the back being only one half the usual depth.

C. D.—_Stewine Stoves AND Stockport Srove, heated by charcoal or gas, and therefore 
requiring no flue.

E—BAIN-MARIE PAN, for keeping sauces, soups, gravies, &c., always hot and ready for use 
without the slightest risk of burning or spoiling.

G.—Hot-PLATE AND BRoILIneG Stove, with moveable gridiron, to which can be also added 
the OVEN ON THE TOP, as shewn in the drawing, all heated by one fire. The top and 
front are all of iron, and the draught can be regulated by the sliding doors in front. 

H.—Hor CioseEzt, heated by steam or hot water, for keeping silver and china hot and ready 
for use; also for receiving the different courses of a dinner after being dished up until taken 
to the dining room. By this means, joints, &c., are kept thoroughly hot, without any risk 
of being scorched or dried up.

J.—OvENS, with a separate furnace underneath, and preferred by many professional cooks to 
those which are heated by the fire of a kitchen range. 


K.—StzAm KeErrxsEs, of Copper or Block tin, for boiling Meat, Vegetables, Puddings, &c. 


L.—Lirt, for conveying the dinner to the floor aboye. In large establishments, coals, &e., 
are carried up to the top of the building in this manner, which effects a great saving of 
labour. :

For warming Churches, Chapels, and Public Buildings; Halls, Staircases, 
and Private Houses ; Conservatories, Greenhouses, Forcing-Pits, &c. 


The use of Hot Water Apparatus, for diffusing artificial heat, has now become general, and 
its merits are universally acknowledged. 

It is perfectly safe, free from any unpleasant smell, and may be efficiently managed by any 
person of ordinary intelligence. 

The hot water circulates through iron pipes. The whole of the water in the apparatus passes 
successively through the boiler, and communicates the heat which it thus receives from the fuel, 
to the various buildings and apartments where the warmth is required. There are no buildings, 
however large, to which it cannot be advantageously adapted. 

The arrangements vary greatly, according to the nature and construction of the building. 
For halls and staircases, pedestal-coils are frequently used, as represented above, which may be 
enclosed by an ornamental trellis enclosure, surmounted by a marble slab, as shown by the follow- 
ing engraving. 

The pipes may also be placed out of sight, and the warm air introduced through the floors or 
skirtings of the apartments.

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The hot and cold water are admitted by means of the lever handles at the end, and the Bath 


is afterwards emptied in a similar manner. The hot water may be supplied either from the boiler - 


of the Kitchen Range, or from a fire in the Bath Room, or from a distinct furnace. 
A SHowER Baru can also be fitted up over it, as represented above, with the hot and cold 
water laid on.
